The Oregon Treaty -Shametul, 
We publish in another column the Oregon 
Treaty, and the letter of the President, submit- 
ting to the Senate the proposition which led to 
it. After referring to preeedents during former 
Administrations in tavor of taking preliminary 
advice from the Senate, he says— 


the snbject wduld indace me, ander any cir- 
cumstances, to desire the previous advice of 
the Senate, and that desire is increased by the 
recent debates and proceedings in Congress, 
which render it in my judgment, not enly re- 
spectful to the Senate, but necessary and prop- 
er, if not indispensable, to insure harmonious 
action between that body and the Executive.” 
Why did not the magnitude of the subject of 
our relations with Mexico lead him to desire the 
counsel of the Senate? Why did he not take 
'advice of the Senate, before he resolved not. to

“My opinions and my actions on the Oregon 
question were fully made known to Congress in 
my annual message of the 2d December last, 
and the opinions therein expressed remain un- 
changed.” . 

O, yes! I believe that our title to the whole 
of Oregon, up to 54 40, is clear and unquestiona- 
| ble. So deeply am I convinced of this fuet, 
| that 1 have refused even to submit the title to 
arbitration; and by the constitution, lam sworn 
j to maintain the rights o{ this country; but, the 
‘responsibility is too great for me; I throw it 
jupon the Senate, although I know that two- 
| thirds of your body will agree to alienate a vast 
; section of our territory. Yes—I give you the 
| opportunity to dismember our territory—to 
j cede away what J knewto be the property 
, of the People of this Union—but then, I will 
satisfy them, by once more repeating my faith 
in the popular doctrine—our title to Oregon is 
clear ang unquestionable. With this they will 
be satisfied, they will clear me, and condemn 
you. Thus shall I have won the reputation 
of being true to my Party, have involved the 
Senate in an odious responsibility, have satisfi- 
ed my Southern masters, and have avoided at 
the same time, which I and they fear more than 
anything else in this world, a war with Great 
Britain! Was ever a, vexed question managed 
more adroitly? Have I not fairly headed every- 
thing and every body? 

As to the treaty itself, a remark or two are 
necessary. 

The Gazette says it does not “surrender the 
perpetual right of the Englisheto navigate the 
|Columbia. Ut is limited to the time the charter 
of the Hudson Bay Company has to run. The 
second section of the Convention which we 
quote, makes this limit.” We assert, point- 
blank, with all due respect, that the second 
section contains no such limitation. Here it 
is—let every one examine for himself. 


“ARTICLE 2. 

“From the point at which the 46th parallel 
of ngrth latitude shall be found to intersect the 
great northern branch of the Columbia river, 
the navigation of the said branch shall be 
free agd open to the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
and to all British subjects trading with the same, 
to the point where the said branch meets the 
main stream to the ecean, with free access in- 
to and through the said river or rivers, it being 
understood_that all the usual portages along 
the line thus described, sha]] in like manner be 
free and open. In navigating the said river or 
rivers, British subjects, with their goods and 
produce, shall be treated on the same footing as 
citizens of the United States, it being, howev- 
er, always understood that nothing in this ar- 
ticle shall be construed as preventing, or in- 
tended to prevent, the government of the Um- 
ted States from making any regulation respect- 
ing the navigation of the said river or rivers, 
not inconsistent with the present treaty.” 


The free navigation of the Columbia is se- 
cured to the Hudson Bay Company, and to all 
British subjects trading with the same, without 
any limitation as to the time the present char- 
ter hastorun. No clause is any where insert- 
ed, restricting in terms, or by the remotest im- 
plication, the right of navigation to the Hudson 
Bay Company, under its present charter. A 
renewal of the charter perpetuates its life, and. 
still it will be “the Hudson Bay Company,” to 
which this treaty secures certain rights. 

The third article secures “the possessory 
rights” of the Company, below the 49th degree. 
Will these possessory rights terminate neces- 
sarily with the expiration of the present char- 
ter? Would-not the renewal of the charter per- 
petuate them? The Company has now certain 
rights-houses and lands on the north bank of 
the‘Columbia, and the rightof the free naviga- 
tion of that river. The British Government 
before the termination of the charter, passes an 
act, continuing. it a body corporate, with the 
same rights. What ground in the Treaty eould 
the United States find on which to raise a pro- 
test against such an act? Our Government 
might assert that the “possessory rights” and 
the free navigation of the river were confined 
to the Hudson Bay Company under its present 
charter alone—but the reply would be—“To the 
record—where, in what terms by what impli- 
cation, do you find any such limitation?” 

No—the free navigation of the Columbia, by 
Mr. Polk’s Treaty, is placed forever within the 
power of Great Britain—and forever too, has 
she the right by the same treaty, of continuing 
a foreign corporate body, an alien monepoly in 
the heart of an American territory. 

Mr. Polk has betrayed the interests of his 
country, and the Party that shall attempt to 
shield him from the indignation of the People, 
will prove itself as treacherous as himself. 
Nor should the Senate escape the deep con- 
demnation of the People. We believe it-acted 
with shameful haste, impelled by an ill-ground 
ed, ignoble apprehension ofa collision with Bri- 
tain. They ought, we think, to have insisted 
upon a clause guarding against the extension 
of the right of free navigation of the river to 
the Company, under a renewed charter. 








Extraordinary Decision—The Case of 
Richardson, 

The following extraordinary decision in the 
ease of Richardson,the Cleveland kidnapper, we 
find published in the Cleveland Herald.

The Sheriff has returned, in obedience to the 
writ of habeas corpus issued in this case, that 
he took Richardson into custody on the 10th 
day of June, 1846, and now detains him in cus- 
tody by virtue of a mittimus issued by John 
Barr, Bsq.. one of the Justices of the Peace in 
Cuyahoga county, and.a certified copy of the 
mittimus is made a part of the Sheriff's return, 

The mittimus recites that “Whereas, Wil- 
liam R. ‘Richardson, of the county aforesaid, 
has been arrested onthe oath of James A. 
Briggs, for that, at the townshi of Cleveland, 
in said county, on or about the 13th May, 1846,

“On the present oceasion the magnitude of 


said William R. Richardson did knowingly aid’ 


perty in said Alfred Berry, agreeably to the 
laws of the United-States, before any Judge or 
Justice in said county, and has been examined 
»y me, John Barr, one of the Justices,” &c.,“on 
such charge and required to give bail in the 
snm of one thonsand dollars,” &c¢., “which he 
has failed to do. Therefore,” &e. 

The statute on which this prosecution is bas- 
ed is the 2d sec. of an act entitled “an act to pre- 
veitt kidnapping,” found in Swa‘n’s statutes, p. 
600, which provides “That no person~or per- 
sons shall, in any manner, attempt to earry ont 
of this State or knowingly be aiding in carry- 
ing out of this State, any black or mulatto per- 
son, without first taking such black or mulatto 
person before some judge or justice of the peace 
in the county where such black or mulatto per- 
son was taken, and there, agreeably to the laws 
ofthe United States, establish by proof his or 
their property in such black or mulatto person.” 

This seetion of the statute was designated to 
be applied, exclusively, to that unfortunate 
class of persons who owed service in one State 
and escaped into another, and tothose by whom 
they were arrested or seized. The constitution 
and laws of the United States recognize slave- 
ry, and protect the owner in the enjoyment of 
this species of property. This prosecution was 
seton foot, as shewn by the mittimus, on the 
ground that Berry was a slave, and was seized 
and taken out of the State without a right of 
property in him being first established. In. the 
case of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania and 
Prigg, the Supreme court of the United States 
have decided, that the owner of a slave, either 
by himself or agent, may pursne, arrest and 
return him to the State from whence he fled, 
Without the aid of the State authority, and that 
all State legislation which interferes with or em- 
barasses such arrest is unconstitutional and void, 
and that all legislation on the subject is vested in 
Congress. 

Every mittimus must, substantially, show the 
accused is charged with some definite oftence, 
or it cannot be sustained. No man should be 
deprived of his liberty, unless his ¢aplion and 
detention are authorized by law. Upon the face 
of this mittimus, what has Richardson done? 
He has arrested a slaveand taken him out ofthe 
State, without proving his right before the ~State 
authority, aud this State legislation, in such a 
case, is absolutely null and void, under the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court of the U.S. 
It was said, on the hearing, that it did not ap- 
pear but that Berry was a freeman, from the 
mittimus before the court, and that Richardson 
was therefore properly charged with kidnap- 
ping, under the first section of the act. It was, 
however, successfully answered, that it is not 
averred that Berry was a freeman, and the of- 
fence is charged to be the not proving property 
before removal. Unless property may, there- 
fore, exist in a freeman, the mittimus, itself, 
shows that Berry was a slave, and the prosecu- 
tion instituted on that ground. I am, there- 
fore, of the opinion that the arrest and deten- 
tion of Richardson are illegal, and direct him 
to be discharged. 
I concur in the opinion, 

M. BIRCHARD. 
The first thing that must strike every mind, 
in this decision, 1s, its total heartlessness. Itis 
usual for judges, when administering a Law, 
repugnant to Mercy and Natural Justice, to 
indicate, at least their regret at this fact, and 
to manifest some commiseration for those who 
have rendered themselves liable to its penalties. 
But, Judge Birchard appears, in his decision, to 
be devoid of the common sentiments of Hu- 
manity. The man is sunk in the supporter of 
the slaveholders’ rights. The contrast between 
his opinion, and that delivered in a case inyol- 
ving similar consideration of Law, by Judge 
Read, also of the Supreme Court, a and mem- 
ber of the same Political Party as Judge Birch- 
ard, is painful. Judge Read does not hesitate 
to avow his sentiments as a Man, while he de- 
livers his decision as a Judge, according to the 
aw. 
But, Judge Birchard not only betrays shock- 
ing heartlessness: he leans in favor of Despo- 
tism, and against Liberty—in favor of ihe 
slave States against the rights of the free 
States. The decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the Prigg case, we all 
thought bad enough, but the Court of Ohio 
goes beyond that. 
“In the case of the Commonwealth of Pa. and 
Prigg,” says Judge Birchard, “the Supreme 
Court of the United States have decided that 
the owner of a slave, either by himself or agent, 
may pursue, arrest, and return him tothe State 
whence he fled, without the aid of the State 
authority; and that all State legislation which 
interferes with or embarrasses sch arrest, is 
unconstitutional and void and that all legisla. 
tion on the subject is vested in Congress.’ 
To make this decision applicable asa rule 
in the case of Richardson, it was clearly neces- 
sary to show that he was the owner of Berry, or 
the agent of the owner. In the recerd, nothing 
of this kinp appears. Nothing is said about 
his having been the authorised agent of the 
slaveholder. But, Judge Birchard, overlooking 
or disregarding this vital point, tortures the de- 
cisions of the Federal Court, to apply it to the 
case of Richardson, a self-constituted actor in 
the outrage, and then discharges him as guilty 
of no crime! , 
The decision of the United States Court, we 
said, was bad enough. It prostrates what little 
sovereignty is left to the States. It makes 
them mere hunting-grounds for the slave- 
owner. It gives impunity to kidnapping, and 
is calculated in its workings, to bring about 
dangerous collisions betweefi the States. It 
virtually extends: slavery throughout every 
State in the Union, and establishes. the worst 
form of Despotism as supreme over Law and all 
the safeguards it has provided for Personal Lib- 
erty. So monstrous is it, that, we doubt not, 
public sentiment would sustain the Supreme 
Court of the State in disregarding the decis- 
ion, thereby giving to the Federal Court an 
opportunity for reconsideration. And recollect, 
the decision of the Supreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States, after all, is not the Constitution. 
Tie members of the staté-Tégis'atures and the 
judges of the state-courts are bound “by oath 
or affirmation, to support the Constitution of 
the United States.” We cannot see, therefore, 
why a stafe-court, taking a view of the Consti- 
tution, repugnant toa decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, may not deliver its 
opinion accordingly. It violates no oath, no 
constitutional obligation in so doing. On the 
contrary, it is supporting, as it believes, the 
Constitution, and thus fulfilling its oath, No 
harm can result. The-case goes up to the Su- 
preme Federal Court. An opportunity is given 
for reconsideration. It may revoke its decis- 
ion, and thereby justice be established. It 
may re-affirm it, and this will undoubtedly de- 
cide the particular ease before it. 

But, Judge Birchard seems to be exactly 
suited with the terrible decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. No—not 
exactly suited—for he does not think it goes 
far enough in support of the claims of sla- 
very. He extends the right to knock down and 
chain the people in the free states, and to carry 
them off into perpetual slavery, beyond the lim- 
it set by the highest court. He assumes that 
any body, whether an authorized agent or not, 
may engage in this abominable business, and, 
should it be proved in any way, that the per- 
son so knocked down, chained and carried off, 
was a slave, or rather, should positive proof be 
wanting that he was a free man, the kidnapping 
scoundrel may go unscathed, and defy the 
whole power of the State! 

We call the attention ot the People of Ohio, 
and of the Press, which should be the guardian 
of their rights, to this most scandalous deci- 
sion: which is but an invitation to Rascality to 
make a business of kidnapping. A slave adver- 
tisement is published in our newspapers, de- 
scribing the fugitive by certain marks. Hand- 
bills are scattered through the State. A needy 
scoundrel, too lazy to work, and brutal enough 





for any diabolical deed, chooses to imagine that 
some. friendless, obscure colored man answers 
the description, seizes him, gags him, rans him 
off into a slave State, where a brother kidnapper 
stands ready to swear to a fraudulent claim-~ 
He receives his reward, returns to Ohio, is 
brought before the court on a charge of kid- 
napping; but, full faith is to be given to the 
acts and records of another State; it appears 
that the “unfortunate” man was a slave; or 
rather it appears that there is no sufficient 
proof that he was a free man,—and Judge Bir- 
chard discharges the prisoner!

Things in Kentucky, 

By the True Ameysican of last week, wg learn 
that there is considerable agitation in. Ken- 
tucky on the subject of slavery. The labors 
of John G, Fee, of Lewis county, a young anti- 
slavery minister, the son of a. wealthy slave- 
holder, are producing good effects. He isa very 
amiable and earnest young man, of high reli- 
gious character, and has devoted himself to the 
removal of Slavery from his. native State. We 
observe in the last number of the True Ameri- 
can, No. XIV.of his series of articles on the 
moral character of Slavery —a series, character- 
ized by much research and ability. In the 
same number is a long letter from him, con- 
taining quite an interesting account of move- 
ments in Lewis county. 

Some weeks ago, the following call appeared 
in the True American. 

“A CALL TO C. M. CLAY. 
“Whereas, it is the constitutional right of 
the People of these United States freely to dis- 
cuss whatever subject may involve their inte- 
rests: And whereas, the subject of Slavery is! 
now inevitably before the minds of the people, 
and calling upon them for action: And where-, 
as, Mr. C. M. Clay is a citizen and native of 
our State, and has consecrated his time, his ta-' 
lents, his property, his life to the cause of 
emancipation: And whereas, his character and 
position are variously reported, and we wish to 
hear for ourselves: And whereas, free and open 
discusssion is one of the best methods of man- 
festing whatever is true, and of exposing what- 
ever is false: Therefore, 

“Resolved, That we, as citizens of this coun- 
ty, without respect to party, invite C, M. Clay 
tocome on the 4th of July, and address us on 
the subject of Slavery and Emancipation—a 
subject we conceive deeply involving the inte- 
rests of the whole of the American people.

Mr. Clay, in declining forthe present, owing 
to his new engagements, to comply with the 
call, pledged himself hereafter to address them 
on the subject, should he return. 
Accompanying the call was a letter from a 
correspondent in Lewis county, in which a far- 
mer in that county is reported as saying: 

“A great work is going on in our county in 
the public mind in reference to this question of 
slavery. And said he, if the change continues 
to goon for the next twelve months in th» 
same ratio, that it has done for the last few 
months, the anti-slavery sentiment will be 
double what it now is. Said he, I know a num- 
ber of men just in this neighborhood, who de- 
clare they never will again vote for a slavehold- 
er, or one who is an apologist for slavery. 
“The anti-slavery sentiment of this county 
will soon be embodied and definitely known, 
and the fact will be made known that no man, 
whether Whig or Democrat, can have their 
votes who is either a practical slaveholder or 
an apologist for slavery. 

“The cause of emancipation is onward! Bat 
the object of this letter is to present to you a 
call of the people to come to Lewis county and 
address them on the subject of Slavery and 
Emancipation.” 

The pro-slavery men, becoming alarmed, set 
themselves at work to counteract the effect of 
these demonstrations., Eleven of the 293 who 
signed the call were induced to retract; and in a 
neighboring section, a meeting was got up to 
denounce the True American, and encourage 
Post Masters to take the responsibility of re- 
fusing to deliver that paper to subseribers. 

The statements in the letter of the corres- 
pondent.of the True American, (J..G. Fee,) were 
pronounced libellous in a communication pub- 
lished in the Maysville Eagle. Mr. Fee imme. 
diately replied, in a paper refused by the Eagle, 
but published in the True American, and the 
following extract is exaetly to the point. 

“Thie correspondent utters but two things. 
“J, The opinion of a neighboring farmer, 
that the anti-slavery sentiment in this country 
is advancing, and that there are men in his 
neighborhood who will never vote fora man 
who isa practical slaveholder, or an apologist 
for it—that is, one who will defend it as right. 
Now for the proof: 

“*l am the farmer who uttered these senti- 
ments. Thus far the correspondent. of Mr. 
Clay, has published truth, and nothing bunt the 
truth. Joseph W. Ginasrig.’ 

“2. The second fact communicated by the 
correspondent, is, that the anti-slavery senti- 
ment in this eounty will soon be embodied, and 
the fact made known that no man, whether 
Whig or Democrat, who is a practical slave- 
holder or an apologist for it, can get the votes 
of those anti-slavery men, thus embodied or 
united. Again to the testimony : 

“This embodiment, or union of anti-slavery 
men in our county, has been made, and other 
names are daily being solicited to swell /its 
present number. I am one of the committee 
appointed to solicit, and report other names 
who will thus vote.

We learn from the same source, that 
Gen. Kearney, in consideration of their having 
placed five hundred men at the disposal of the 
government, has pledged himself that protec- 
tion shall be given to the emigrating Mormons, 
and that they shall have the use of “any Indian 
lands they may think proper to select,” until 
they are ready to cross the mountains. The 
Mormons have, in accordance with this arrange- 
ment, selected Grand Island, on the Platte 
river, as their temporary resideuce. It is a 
large tract, and has a salt spring upon it— 
There they will winter, and collect the entire 
Mormon population of the West preparatory to 
their march to California next spring. They 
propose to push forward for this point as rapid- 
ly as possible, and, after reaching it, to send 
back from five hundred to one thousand wagons 
for the purpase of helping along those whomay 
yet be in*Illinois, Iowa, and Missouri. This is 
to be done with all possible expedition. It will 
be observed that Gen. Kearney distinctly points: 
to California as his place of destination, and 
that he stipulates for the discharge of the Mor- 
mons from service in that country: 
Heapquaters ARMY OF THE West, 

Fort Leavenworth June 19, 1846 
Sir: It is understood that there is a large bo- 
dy of Mormons who aro desirous of emigrating 
to California for the purpose of settling in that 
country, and I have therefore to direct that 
you will proceed to their cainp, and endeavor 
to raise from among them four or five compa- 
nies of volunteers, to join me in my expedition 
to that ‘country; each company to consist of 
any number between 73 and 108. The com- 
panies, upon being organized, will be mustered 
by you into the service of the United States, 
and from that day will commence the pay, ra- 
tions, and other allowances given to other in- 
fantry volunteers, each according to his rank. 
You will, upon mustering into service the 4th 
company, ‘be considered as having the rank, 
pay, and emoluments of a lieutenant colonel of 
infantry, and are authorized to appoint an ad- 
jutant, sergeant major, and a quartermaster 

eant for the battalion. 
the companies, after being organized, will 
be marched to this post, where they will be 
armed and prepared for the field; after which 
they will, under your command, follow on my 
trail in the direction of Santa Fe; and where 
you will receive further orders from me. 
You will have the Mormons distinctly to un- 
derstand that 1 wish to take them as volunteers 
for twelve months—that they will be marched 
to California, receiving pay and allowances du- 
ring the above time, and at its expiration they 
wilt be discharges, and allowed to retain as 
their private property the guns and accoutre- 
ments to be furnished t2 them at this post, 
Each company will be allowed four women 
as laundresses, who will trav! With the compa- 
ny, receiving rations and other “Uowances giv- 
en to the laundresses of our army.

The Washington correspondent of the Balti- 
more American gives the following outline of 
Mr. Webster’s substitute to Mr. McKay’s tariff 
bill. 

The compromise of Mr. Webster, as it is 
called, has assumed a more tangible shape. It 
is not his, I believe, however, but has been pre- 
pared by a large number of manufacturers now 
in this city, and the representatives of their in- 
terests. The proposed compromise will agree 
to a reduction of all duties paying over 30 per 
cent. to the amount of ‘one-fourth, provided 
that no duties be reduced to less than 30 per 
cent. Duties paying 32, 34, 36,38 and 40 per 
cent. would be reduced to 30 per cent. and those 
above would be reduced one-fourth, none fall- 
ing below 30 per cent. 

The bill also proposes a tax upon tea and cof- 
fee, and the revenue lost by the reduction of 
duties upon the former articles, it is proposed 
shall be made up on tea and coffee. This com- 
ise has been submitted to Mr. Calhoun as 
well as Mr. Webster. Mr. Calhoun regards. it 
as just, and has agreed to support the bill, pro-

Great Benevolence, 

The Washington correspondent of the Journal 
of Commerce is a remarkably benevolent bellig- 
erent. He thinks that the “authority of the Ex- 
ecutive to conquer all Mexico is very ample, un- 
der the act recognizing the existing war;” and 
this authority, in his opinion, is to be used. As 
for revenge, or plunder, or punishment for past 
aggression, he will have none of it. A war 
waged for any of these purposes, would in- 
spire him with no enthusiasm. He and our 
neighbor of the Enquirer belong to a class of 
belligerents, who may be styled, fighting phi- 
lanthropists, powder-and-ball missionaries. A 
pomb-shell, they hold, is a great “reforming in- 
strumentality.” ‘True, it may distribute divers 
human beings in all sorts of odd forms, through 
the air—headless trunks, palpitating hearts, 
and dissevered limbs;—what of that? The sin- 
ner is blown up, to be sure, but so are his sins! 
‘Terrestial cannon, like the celestial artillery 
pf the Chronicle, is wonderfully purifying. It 
does not leave a speck of miasm in the moral 
atmosphere. 

But, let us not digress. Monsieur Rejon 
once said, that Mexico could never be regene- 
rated without a long war with the United 
States: If we are to believe the Journal of 
Commerce, this saying has made a profound 
impression upon the heart of that great Apos- 
tle of Liberty, James K. Polk. Reveage—plun- 
der—retribution! Away with them! We 
seek the regeneration of Mexico! “it be- 
comes us to prosecute the war in such @ 

manner that we shall relieve thef{Mexican Peo- 
ple of their burdens, instead of adding to them.” 

Generous again! We will burden oursel 
with a debt of a hundred millions, just to re- 
lieve the Mexican People from all burdens! 
Did the all-glorious sun in all his rounds ever 
shine down upon such a government as ours? 
It transcends even the benevolence of Chris- 
Zianity, and loves its neighbor better than it- 
self. It corrupts our own people, for the sake 
of purifying the people of Mexico! It lays 
the foundation of military oppression in our 
own country, for the sake of breaking down 
military despotism in Mexico! It multiplies 
our burdens fifty-fold, for the sake of ridding 
Mexico of all burdens! It rendersa high Tar- 
iff necessary in this Union, for the sake of giv- 
jing free trade to Mexico! “We must do 
another thing,” says the Journafof Commerce 
man, “and do it immediately—take all the Mex- 
ean ports, and give to Mexico through them, 
what she has never enjoyed—free trade.” 

How thankful the American People ought to 
pe, fora Government which entertains so ex- 
alted a project as “the complete political, mor- 
nl and industrial regeneration of Mexico !” 


One part ofthis magnificent plan should es-- 
pecially awaken the pride of the American 
People—and that is, the propagation of that 
powerfully regenerating element—Slavery. We 
will teach these Mexicans how to live without 
degrading labor. We will confer upon them 
athe elegant leisure secured by Slavery alone, 
so that they may have abundant time to culti- 
vate the art of self-government, and adorn

Bebb. He appeared to be in good trim: for 
speaking, and held his audienge, deeply atten- 
tive, for nearly two hours. His topics were, 
the manner in which the State debt had been 
contracted, the Whig Tax-Law, the Whig 
Banking Law, Slavery and the Black Laws, 
He was earnest, fluent, apt in illustration and 
aneedote, and manifestly familiar with the or 
dinary subjects and arguments of party-war- 
fare. 

His exposure of the above attending the 
management of our public works was exceed- 
ingly severe, and all we regreted was, that a 
representative of the opposite party was not 
present to discuss the secrets of Whig manage- 
ment.

In New Hampshire, by the co-operation of 
the Independents—who voted forits guberna- 
torial eandidate—it succeeded in overthrowing 
the Democratic Dynasty.

“A Party cannot succeed on the basis of one 
idea,” says Mr. Bebb.

doubt of their adoption by one or more of the 
general parties of the country. 

Disband the Liberty Party to-day, and the 
Whig party would be afraid to allow of such 
demonstrations as are now made by certain 
sections of it. 

We call therefore upon all Liberty men to 
work more zealously than ever, for the day 
dawns, and if they will only prove faithful, the 
hoar will soon come when the Principles to 
which they have consecrated themselves, will 
control the action of all Parties.

Postage—Mr, Hopkins’s Bill, 

Mr. Hopkins’ bill to raise the rates of postage 
is now undergoing discussion in the U.S, House 
of Representatives. That gentleman must be 
greatly at a loss for something to do. Tas any 
body complained of getting letters and pa- 
pers too cheap? flave the People found any 
fault with the Law? Is the Post Office D¢ 
partment running down under its operation? 
Never were the People so well satisfied. No 
measure has passed Congress for many year, 
which has promoted so much their comfort, 
and worked so beneficially for their interests. 
It is precisely one of those measures, in which 
the masses are specially interested. 

A far better amendment than any proposed 
by Mr. Hopkins would be, the reduction of all 
rates to five cents. The People of the West 
would be great gainers by this, and the reve- 
nue of the Departinent would not be impaired. 

A communication has been laid before Con- 
gress, from the Post Master General, exhibiting 
the returns in October of letters received at all 
the Post Offices, except 1953, paying about one- 
seventh of the postage. The following table 
presents the results in the offices making re- 
turns:—

The real deficit then is $540,421—for the pos- 
tage of the Executive Department and offices 
is properly chargeable to the Government 
itself. And this deficit, 1t will be observed, is 
estimated for the year, the assumption being 
made, that the receipts will be no greater for 
the last half, than the first half of the year.— 
This is a groundless assuntption, as-the history’ 
of low postage warrants us in believing—for it 
isa well-known fact, that under the gradual 
operation of a system of low rates, the re- 
ceipts always increase more and more. The 
deficit for the whole year, we predict, will 
scarcely exceed four hundred thousand dollars— 
not so much as the cost to the Government of 
transporting the troops from New Orleans to 
Matamoros. And who will say that the system 
of low postage has not been infinitely more 
beneficial to the United States, than the mili-|/ 
tary operations of Mr. Polk? 

The Emancipated People of John 

Randolph, 

The editor of the Dayton Transcript, writing 
from Piqua, says that one-half or more of the 
persons emancipated by John Randolph, have 
been taken into service by the People of Piqua. 
Some opposition was raised, and 2 mob threa- 
tened, but one hundred of the citizens arming 
themselves, determined to put down at once 
any attempt to molest those who had engaged 
the services of the colored people. The rest, 
Mr. Muccracon says, will be disposed of in the 
same way at other places.

“Jn the year 1810, when the foreign slave 
trade ceased, the ratio of slaves to the free 
pulation of the United States was) as one to 
our and four-tenths. Tu 1840, it was as one to 
five, and eight-tenths. Yet it was within that 
period that Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Missouri and Florida became the 
slave markets of the older slave States. 
“Bnt there has not been an increase of the 
slave over the free population, even in the slave 
States themselves. From 1830 to 1840, the do- 
mestic slave*trade was more active than in any 
former period, and yet in that time there was a 
slight increase of the free over the slave popu- 
lation. In 1830 the slaves were to the free 
people of the slave States as 1 to 1.91, and in 
1840 it was as 1 to 1.94. a 
“Now this is directly against the position 


slavery. ; 

“Nor do the facts in the case show that in 
the slave breeding States the extension of terri- 
tory promotes the natural increase of the slave 

opulation, It is a fact that in Delaware, 

aryland, Virginia, and the District of Colum- 
bia, the slave population actually decreased not 
only propotionally, but absolutely. ‘The abso- 
lute decrease in these three States,ineluding the 
District, was 35,439. Whilst there was a posi- 
tive increase of the free pupulation.”—Ameri- 
can Citizen. 

Our friend, Dr, Brisbane, has mistaken the 
argument. No one assumes that the slave 
population will increase ‘in the ratio of the ac- 
quisition of slave territory.” ‘The position ta- 
ken by us, and generally by anti-slavery men, 
is, that the extension of slaveholding territory 
favors, while the limitation of slavcholding ter- 
ritory, retards the increase of slaves, The sta- 
tistics above quoted do not touch this point. 
What they prove is this, and no more; that, 
notwithstanding all that has been done to ex- 
tend slavery, the natural increase of the slave 
population, with the accession of slaves by the 
foreign slave trade from 1790 to 1308, has not 
equalled the natural increase of the white 
population, with the accessions it has derived 
from foreign immigration. Hence, as the Doc- 
tor says, while the slaves were to the free in 
1810, as one to four and four-tenths, they were 
in 1840 only as one to five and cight-tenths. 
No one has ever denied that the ratio of the 
increase of the free population has been since 
1790, rather higher than that of the slaves. 

But, we repeat, the question is, not whether 
extension of territory has given a greater im- 
pulse to slave, than free increase, or made the 
ratio of the former cqual to that of the latter, 
but, whether, owing to this extension, the 
slaves are more numerous, than would have: 
been the case, had-slave-territory been limi- 
ted. This statement of the question, will be, 
of itself, conclusive with: the great majority 
of reflecting minds. 

The natural increase of population under fa- 
vorable circumstances may be ‘estimated at 25 
percent. In the case of ‘slaves, the absence of 
the institution of marriage, and the peculiar op- 
pressions and privations to which they are sub- 
ject, as a gencral rule, diminish this ratio. 
Hence, the former dependence of the British 
West Indies, and the present dependence of 
Brazil and Cuba upon the foreign slave-trade, 
for the replenishment of their stocks of slaves; 
and hence too, at the present time, the check, 
if not positive recession of the slave popula- 
tion in the French West Indies. In this coun- 
try, the same causes would have produced the 
sume effects, had the slaveholding terriorty 
been insular, instead of continental—continu- 
ally restricted, instead of being continually 
extended, 

The whole slave-population in 1840. was 2,- 
487,355—of which the new slave States con- 
tained 1,086,841, Does any one suppose it pos- 
sible, that, had slavery been confined tothe old 
States of Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia, this ad- 
ditional million of slaves would have crowded 
their limited territory’? Already, most of 
them are suffering from a surplus slave-popu- 
lation. Had there been no outlet for this sur- 
plus, their slave-population would either have 
been almost totally checked, or greatly re- 
tarded in its increase by obvious causes; or, 
had neither of these results taken place, the 
overwhelming excess of slave-labor beyond 
the means of profitable employment, would 
have compelled the States to emancipate. The 
acquisition of new territory did not bring up 
the ratio of slave-increase to that of free, but, 
it relieved the old States from a ruinous sur: 
plus of labor; slave-breeding, instead of being 
discouraged, became a great interest; and prof- 
itable employment was found for slaves in all 
the new slave-states. And the census since 
1790 confirms this reasoning. The following 
table which we have just compiled, will show 
the per cent. increase during each period of 
ten years since 1790. 


From 1790 to 1800 
“ 1800 to 1810 
“ 1810 to 1820 
1820 to 1830 302 
1830 to 1840 23} 


In the first decennial period, the demands for 
slave labor in the comparatively unsettled 
parts of Virginia, Georgia, and the Carolinas, 
conjoined with the foreign slave trade, aug- 
mented the increase beyond the natural ratio, 
to 28 per cent. 

These causes continuing to operate, the lat- 
ter with an increased force, in consequence 
of the certain stoppage of the foreign supply 
in 1808, and another cause beginning to oper- 
ate, and enhance the power of the former ones, 
—we mein the acquisition of Louisiana which 
took place in 1803,—we find that in the decen- 
nial period closing in 1810, the rate per cent. 
of inercase had reached 33, a ratio unprece- 
dented in the growth of a slave population.— 
In 1808, the importation of slaves was pro- 
hibited, and, accordingly, inthe next decennial 
period we observe a diminution in the ratio of 
increase, though it was still greater than in the 
first deeennial period, and far greater than 
would havé been the fact, if the vast demand 
for labor resulting from the annexation of im- 
mense new territory had not stimulated slave- 
breeding to the utmost. rH 
The new States began to: be ; pidly 
in the period extending from 1810 to. , and 
the process continued till 1830, but the full ef- 
fects on-the slave population was not felt till 
the period between 1820 and 1840, during 
which the ratio of slave-increase rose to 334 per 
cent. 

It yvas now that the new States began to 
reach that point, already reached and transcen- 
ded by the older States:—the point of an abun- 
dant supply of labor. Hence the.increase of

cent. to 68 per cent. in the new States; so that 
the ratio of the whole increase for the ten years, 
as the table shows, was but) 233 per cent. 

Can any one doubt of the effects of extension 
of territory on slave-increase? We do not hesi- 
tate to predict, in view of these facts, that, 
should {no disturbing cause intervene, the 
annexation of Texas will raise the ratio of 
slave-increase, by 1850, ‘to.25 per cent., atleast, 
and during the ‘ten years next following, carry 
it still higher. It must beso, or there is no 
truth in figures. 

If, by thé vigorous propagation of Anti 

Slavery sentiment, we could succeed before 
that time, in bringing about the extinction 
of Slavery in Kentucky, Maryland and Mis., 
souriy’ a new element would of course inter- 
fere with the working of other causes, so that 
there would probably be, a diminution, instead 
of augmentation in the ratio of increase.

vention, against the Hew Tariff bill. 
Mr. Webster resumed his speech on the bill. 
He alluded in complimentary terms to Mr 
Haywood, the resigning Senator, and rebuked 
the Government paper for the style in which 
it had denounced him, as a disgrace to the 
country, to the area of civilization, and to the 
American Press. 

In the closing part of his spcech, Mr. Web- 
ster said he had changed his intention in res- 
pect to a motion for postponement, and he 
would now move to strike out all the last 
clause in the 9th section, which, it was alleged, 
was an encouragement to fraud. 

Mr. Crittenden saw the absurdity of the 
clause in question, but doubted if he should 
yote for the amendment.. He desired to have 
nothing to do with the bill except to vote 
against it. 

Mr. McDuffie defended the clause. 

Mr. Benton had hoped no amendment would 
be ‘made to the bill. He intended to vote for 
the latter, merely to break down the Tariff of 
1842—but since the amendment had been in- 
troduced, he would vote for it. 

A motion by J. M. Clayton, to recommit the 
bill to the Committee on Finance, failed—yeas 
26, noes 29. Another motion to recommit with 
instruction to report back the bill with dis- 
criminutions in favor of American against Bri- 
tish Manufactures, was make by Mr. Clayton. 

On this motion, Mr. Jarnagin made a long 
speech against the bill—said he was instructed 
to vote for a revenue standard and ad valorem 
duties, and must vote for the bill, but he should 
vote for the commitment of the bill, in order 
to its correction in points, where its friends ad- 
mitted it to be defective. 

Mr. Turney announced that the fate of-the bill 
depended on the vote of his colleague—and 
that it was whispered about that it was in con- 
templation to talk on the subjecf, till anoth- 
er Senator could be sent from North Carolina. 

Mr. Mangum denied this. 

The Baltimore Clipper of last Tuesday, an- 
nounces that it has received news by Tele- 
graph, that the bill was recommitted, with in- 
structions, by a vote-of 28 to 27—Mr. Jurnagin 
voting with the yeas. Weinfer from-the pre- 
vious votes, that the instructions were not 
those moved by Mr. Clayton. 

It is probable that the bill will soon be re- 
ported, probably with an amendment or two, 
and then passed by a majority of onc—that one 
being Mr. Jarnagin.

The bill concerning postage was taken up, 
and speeches were made to empty benches. 

(<-Since the foregoing was written, the 
National Intelligencer has come to hand, 
which reports the following resolution as the 
one that passed the Senate:— 


“That the bill be committed to the Commit- 
tee on Finance with instructions to remove the 
new duties imposed by said bill in aH cases 
where any foreign raw materia] is taxed to the 
prejudice of any mechanic or manufacturer, so 
that no other or higher duty shall be collected 
on any such raw material than is provided by 
the act of 30th of August, 1842. And further 
so to regulate all the duties imposed by this 
bill as to raise a revenue sufficient for the exi- 
gencies of the country.” 

July 28th.—In the Senate, Messrs. Benton, 
Mangum, Dix, Niles, Berrein, Bagby, Critten- 
den and Archer, severally bore testimony to 
the worth, and purity of motives of Mr. Hay- 
wood, so terribly denounced in the Washing- 
ton Union. ‘The intention apparently was to 
rebuke that paper, and counteract the effect 
ofits denunciation. 

The -committee on Finance reported back 
without amendment the Tariff bill, and asked 
to be discharged. Some discussion sprang up 
on this, and Mr. Benton announced that a vote 
on the motion to discharge would be in effect a 
vote on the bill itself. 

Mr. Jarnagin then defined his position. He: 
was determined that he would obey his instruc- 
tions. He regretted that he must meet the dis- 
approbation of his friemds, &c., &c. His inten- 
tion, however, was not to cast a final vote, but 
leave this for the Vice President. (A sensation 
of pleasure.) 

Mr. Webster said it was not for want of time, 
but want of purpose that the committee had 
failed to act. 

Mr. Sevier called the Senator from Mass. to 
order.

The Tariff Bill Finally Passed—The 
Shout and the Groan, 

Owing tothe failure of our Washington pa- 
pers Thursday, we were unable to announce the 
final passage of the Tariff bill by both Houses. 
The House agreed to the amendment of the 
Senate by a vote of 115 to 92. 

The Democrats held an exultation-meeting 
last Saturday evening, shouted glory, sent up 
rockets and kept a terrible racket with their 
terrestial artillery. 

The Whigs have put on mourning and sack- 
cloth, and go with their heads bowed down. 

The Democratic prints predict wonderful 
things. The Gazette on the contrary sees in 
the distance, reduction of wages, distress to the 
laborer, American serfdom, and announces that 
the new bill is “a heavy blow at the industry, 
labor and business of thé country”—“another 
triumph of the South over Northern freemen, 
by the aid of Northern doughfaces.” The At- 
las feels that “a vital stab has been inflicted— 
that a fatal blow has been given to the pros- 
perity and welfare of our country, and shud- 
ders at the prospect which now opens to the 
future.” 

We think both the joy and the grief, exces- 
sive. As a nearer approach to the Principles 
of Free Trade than the Tariff of 1842, the 
Democrats have reason to be pleased with it, 
but, after all, it is a kind of mongrel bill. The 
Whigs on the other hand are by far too Jachry- 
mose. Certain classes of manufactyrers may 
be affected by it temporarily, but as for. the 
general business or prosperity of the eountry 
being impaired by it, we have no doubt that 
the experience of twelve months will dissipate 
all such apprehensions. The Press, in our opin- 
ion, exaggerates the apprehensions of the busi- 
ness community. We heard a good Whig, 
engaged in mercantile business, express the 
opinion, that the evil effeets, if any, would be 
but temporary. 

It is curious to watch the process by which 
Party influence magnifies beyond all measure 
the importance of certain measures of public 
policy. At first a conflict takes place between 
certain class-interests. Parties, always anxious 
to multiply issues, avails itself of the oceasion, 
to exaggerate the conflict, to draw broader and 
broader lines of division. By common consent, 
they make it the chief party issue> It is dis- 
cussed month after month by antagonist jour- 
nals, week after week in Congress; and every 
article written, every speech made, is so much 
capital invested on one side orthe other. The 
adherents of each Party sees nothing but ruin 
in the policy of the other. Party-pride, party- 
prejudice, party-interest, are all identified in 
support of, or opposition to, the policy: till at 
last, when the vote comes to be taken, the mar- 
shalled hosts upon either side, wound up to the 
highest pitch of excitement, feel as if the life 
of the country depended on the result. The 
vote is taken—a shout from one side, and a 
groan from the other, and all is over—till the 
net time, when, the ruined country having 
risen from its ashes, some new issue shall be 
found on which to hang its destinies. And 
thus is kept up a perpetual series of unimagin- 
ably fearful crises. 


Later from the Army,

To satisfy at once his obligations to his State, 
and to his party, he quits his-post. Such, if we 
understand the matter, is the state of the case. 

The Washington Union denounces him un- 
sparingly.

Later from Mexico. 

We find in the Baltimore Clipper important 
news from Mexico, received by the U. S. steam- 
ship Princeton, which arrived at Pensacola on 
the 20th July, in five days from Vera Cruz. 

Important despatches were brought for the 
Government, by the squadron in the Pacific, 
and it seems that our Gulf squadron has taken 
possession ef Alverado. 

President Paredes is still in the city of Mexi- 
co, and the people wonder why he does not take 
the command of the army at the North, but 
the knowing ones predict a dissolution of the 
Government, should he-leave. A movement, it 
was reported, was to take place on the 5th, but 
the Government troops were all called in, and 
kept under arms all night. The citizens feigned 


astonishment. 

The Mobile Tribune also contains a letter 
from Vera Cruz, dated July 14th, from which 
we extract the following: 

It seems they have had a slight sprinkling of 
war down here as well as at Tampico.and on 
the Rio Grande. The Princeton in attempting 
to get water from a neighboring river, had the 
party fired on by a large body of Mexicans.— 
The fire was immediately returned by the wa- 
tering party and also from the ship. A shell 
from her, it is said, fell right in the midst of the 
Mexicans, and did it work of destruction. 

The brig Perry left here a day or two ago, to 
cruise on the south side of Cuba, where it is 
ramored one or more privateers have been late- 
ly seen. 

Estimates have been required from all the 
vessels, here, from each department, for six 
months’ supplies. Whether or not it is the in- 
tention of the “powers that be” to keep us 
down here that long, or allow us occasionally 
to repair at Pensacola, is more than I can say. 
We have rumors here that several line-of-battle 
ships are being fitted out for this station. If 
this be true, no doubt it is the intention uf Gov- 
ernment to attack the Castle. 1am inclined to 
think that we may have cause to rue the day 
that the attempt is made. "Tis a very strong 
place, and will require hard blows to overcome 
it. But I trast the Government contemplate 
nothing so foolish. It can only be captured at 
a great sacrifice of human life, as well as of 
ships—ahd when captufed—(if ever) could on- 
ly be held at a still greater sacrifice of life, by 
the ravages of the vomito. 

It is the impression of our Commodore that 
the Mexicans eannot hold out much longer.— 
They are doing nothing towards prosecuting 
the war—and Paredes dare not leave the city 
of Mexico. An insurrection was expected 
there on the 5th inst., and all the troops were 
called out and kept under arms all night. Con- 
gress is still in session, but is doing nothing.— 
It has passed a decree, however, authorizing 
Paredes to prosecute the war, but has furnished 
him no means of doing so. The fact is, Con- 
gress cannot devise the way to raise the “ways 
and means.” Time, however, will soon show 
that it is to be done. 

Kailroad Accident, 

The New York papers chronicle a disastrous 
accident on the Erie Railroad, last Friday, 
which resulted in the instant ‘loss of two lives 
and serious injury toa number of passengers. 

The train was on its way from Middletown 
to Pierpont, and consisted of three baggage and 
four passenger cars, containing about two hun- 
dred and fifty persons, including seventy or 
eighty young misses belonging toa school in 
Middletown, who were going to Hoboken on a 
pienic excursion. 

As the. train approached the bridge known as 
“Turner’s,” about a mile. from Monroe, it was 
discovered that a wheel upon one of the forward * 
cars had broken, which at once threw the train 
offthe track, though the engine was reversed. 
Theengine and the three cars, though off the 
track, plowed their way across the’ bridge 
which was fifteen feet long, and twelve feet 
—_ On their passage across the bridge, 
off the track, the flanges of the wheels tore up 
and weakened the cross-ties,and thus caused 
the sad accident, When the passenger cars 
reached this weakened part of the bridge, the 
weight of the cars forced the rails apart, and 
they sunk upon the bed of the road, the first car 
with such foree as to tear it from its wheels, 
where it stuck fast. A large car followed this 
with so much force as to completely crush it, 
and in fact run almost through it, shutting all 
the passengers in both cars intheruins. The 
third and fourth cars did not strike so forcibly, 
and were only thrown from the track. ' 

The scene is represented to have been one of 
dreadful horror and confusion. Two persons 
were killed instantly, Mr. Charles Stevens, of 
New York, and a son of Dr. Crane, of Goshen, 
and most all those in the second car were more 
or less injured, some very seriously, though it 
is hoped not fatally, The young ladies, being in 
the fourth car, escaped or a few slight 
bruises. The escape of so many was indeed 
Providential.— Nat. Jntel.

REPORTS OF THE COMMITTEE ON MATHEMATICS. 

I had the pleasure to attend the examination 
at the Wesleyan Female College part of the 
day, forenoon and afternoon on Tuesday, June 
30th; and as corresponding to my taste, I paid 
particular attention to the mathematical 
classes. Of one important particular I was 
fully convinced: That the several teachers had 
taken particular pains to teach science, and did 
not stop at the operative and practical part of 
science, as is too oftendone. 1 was not present 
at the examination of the Algebra class. ‘The 
class in Geometry sustained itself well, though 
all are aware of the difficulty of making young 
ladies take hold of that science with energy and 
spirit, as they, unlike the other sex, anticipate 
little from its practical utility. Arithmetic, 
the most common, and yet the most difficult of 
all the sciences to teach, because the pupils are 
constantly mistaking its application and me- 
chanical operations for the science itself, was 
welltaught. The teachers of this branch of 
study manifested that they were fully sensible 
of its scientific character; and their classes 
were highly creditable to them. It was appa- 
rent that no special preparation had been made. 
Every practical teacher knows that complete 
snecess without any failure, is rather an un- 
healthful symptom than otherwise.

Message from the President of the United States 
communicating a proposition on the part of the 

Britssh Government for the adjustment of the 

Oregon question ‘ 

\June 10, 1846- 
To the Senate of the United States: _ 

I lay before the Senate a proposal in the form ol 
a Convention, presented to the Secretary of State 
on the 6th instant, by the Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of her Britannic Ma 
jesty, for the adjustment of the Oregon question, 
together with a protocol of this proceeding. sub- 
mit this proposal to the consideration of the Sen- 
ate, and request their advice as to the acuioen which, 
in their judgment, it may be proper to take in ref- 
erence to it. 

In the early periods of the Government, the 
opinion and advice of the Senate were often taken 
in advance upon important questions of foreign 
policy. General Washington repeatedly consulted 
the Senate and asked their previous advice, to 
which he always conformed his action ‘This prac- 
tice, though rarely resorted to in later times, was 
in my judgment, eminently wise, and may, on oc- 
casions of great importance, be properly revived.- 
The Senate area branch of the treaty making 
power, and by consulting them in advance of his 
own action, upon important measures of foreign 
policy which m:iy ultimately come before them for 
consideration, the President secures harmony ot 
action between that body and himself. 

The Senate are moreover a branch of the war- 
making power, and it may be eminently-proper for 
the Executive to take the opinion and advice of 
that body in advance upon any great question 
which mav involve in its decision the issue of peace 
or war. On the present occasion the magnitude 
ot the subject would induce me, under any circum: 
stances to desire the previous advice of the Senate, 
and that desire is increased by the recent debates 
and proceedings in Congress, which render it in 
my judgment, not only respectful to the Senate, 
but necessary and proper, if not indispensable to 
insure harmonious action, between that body and 
the Executive. In conferring on the Executive the 
authority to give the notice for the abrogation of 
the Convention of 1827, the Senate acied publicly 
so large a part, that the decision on the proposal 
now made by the British Government, without a 
definite knowledge of the views of that body in 
reterence to it, might render the question still more 
complicated and diffienit of adjustment. For these 
reasons, I invite the consideration of the Senate to 
the proposal of the British Government for the set-. 
tlement of the Oregon question, and ask their ad- 
vice on the subject 

My opinions and my action on the Oregon 
question were fully made known to Congress in 
my annual message of the 2d Decemler last, an: 
the opinions therein expressed remain unchanged. 

Should the S:nate,by the Constitutional majority 
required for the ratification of ‘T'reaties, advise 
the acceptance of this proposition, or advise it with 
such modifications as they may, upon full deliber- 
ation, deem proper, I shail coniorm my action to 
their advice. Shonid the Senate, however, decline 
by such Constitutional majority to give such ad- 
vice, orto express an opinion on the subject, I 
shall consider it my duty to reject the offer.

PROTOCOL 


A conference was held at the Department oi 
State on the 6th June, 1846, between the honora- 
ble James Buchanan, Secretary of State, the Amer- 
ican Plenipotentiary, and right honorable Richard 
Pakenham, the British Plenipotentiary, when the 
negotiation fespecting the Oregon ‘Lerritory was 
resumed. The British Plenipotentiary made a verbal 
explanation ot the motives which had induced her 
Majesty’s Government to instruct him to make 
another proposition to the Goverment of the Unit- 
ed States for the solution of these long existing dif- 
ficulties. The Secretary of State expressed his 
satistaction with the friendly motives which had 
animated the British Government in this endeavor. 

Whereupon the British Plenipotenuary submit- 
ted to the Secretary of State a draught of a Con- 
vention (marked A.) setting forth the terms which 
he had been instructed to propose te the Govern-

I herewith transmit a notice for the abrogation 
of the Convention of the 6th of August, 1827, be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States, in ac- 
cordance with the terms prescribed in the second 
Article. This paper you will deliver to her Brit- 
tannic Majesty in person or to her Majesty's prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, after 
you shall have ascertained which of these modes of 
presenting it will be most in 2ecordance with her 
Majesty’s wishes. A duplicate of the same is trans- 
mitted, to be placed on file in the archives of your 
legation. 

As the abrogation of this Convention is an act 
of an important and solemn character, the delivery 
of the Notice ought to be attested with all due for- 
mality. The mode is left entirely at your own dis- 
cretion; but, I would suggest that it might be made 
the subject of a protocol, in triplicate; one copy of 
which should remain with the British Govern- 
ment, another with the Legation in London, and 
the third be transmitted to this Department. 

In the remarks which you may have occasion 
to make on the delivery of the Notice, the lan- 
guage of the preamble to the ‘Jomt Resolution 
concerning the Oregon Territory,” must necessari- 
ly be your guide * *.

his action. This practice, though rarely re- 
sorted to in Jater times, was, in my judgment, 
eminently wise, and may, on occasions of 
great importance, be properly revived. ,The 
Senate are a branch of the treaty-making: pow- 
er, and by consulting them in advance of his 
| own action, upon’ imporfant measures of- for- 
| cign policy whi¢h-may ultimately come before 
them for consideration, the President secures 
harmony of action between that body and him- 
self. ‘he Senate arc, moreover, a branch of 
the war-making power, and it may be emi- 
nently proper for the’ Executive to take the 
opinion and advice of that body m advance 
upon any great question which may involve in 
its decision the issuc of peace or war. ~On the 
present occasion the magnitude of thestbject 
would induce me, under any cireumstances, to 
desire the previous advice of .the Senate, and 
that desire is-increased by the recentedebates 
and proceedings in Congress; which render it, 
in my judgment, not enly respectful totheSen- 
ate, but necessary and proper, if not indispens: 
sable to insure harmonious action between 
that body and the Executive. In conferring 
on the Executive the authority to give the no- 
tice for the abrogation of the Convention of 
1827, the Senate acted publicly so large a part, 
that the decision on the propos:] now made by 
the British Government, without a defpi 





complicated and difficult of adjustment. \ For. 
these reasons, I invite the consideration-of the! 
Senate to the proposal ofthe British Govern- 
ment for the settlement of the Oregon ques- 
tion, and ask their advice on the subject. 

My opinions and my action on the Oregon 
question were fully made known to Congress 
in my annual Message of the 2d December last, 
and the opinions therein expressed remain un- 
changed, 

Should the Senate, by the Constitutional 
| majority required for the ratification of Trea- 
| ties, advise the acceptance vf this ion, 
or advise it with such modifications as the 
may upon full deliberation deem proper, I shall 
conform my action to their advice. Should 
the Senate, however, decline by such constita- 
tional majority to give such advice, or to ex- 
press an opinion on the subject, I shall consider 
it my duty to reject the offcr.
